Instead of for four classes* the ages cohered £ six to 
eighteen! regain the same, but for the convenience of our 
schools the usual grouping has been adopted- This change nas 
bean affbeted with ao^e dlilieulty because the reading of 
considerable books is an essential feature of our school work 
with which no change In clasaif ication m ay pb allowed to 
inter! ere. 

The number ol good booxs required by each pupil 
in each class is found to be an obstacle in sauy ciess because 
the Heaps of schools 01 ten prefer to provide the booKS used- 
k suggestion issuing iron the Board oi Education Kay be o l use 
in Private as well as in Elementary Schooisithat Is. that 
for a class of forty children it would be desirable to get 
four sets of ten boo^s instead of one oat of forty* so that 
by a little adaptation of the time- tab Is, the whole eiass would 
co^er the ground in private study with, say, * quarter of the 
number of each of the 3et books.
